Also Monroe Fulkerson, formerly attorney 
for the fire department under Carter Harri- 
son's administration, has declared his re- 


nunciation of the democratic party and all it 


stands for in these parts. The only distin- 
guishing difference in Mr. Fulkerson's case 


is said to be the fact that he has not decided 
which republican organizafion he will honor 


with his allegiance. 
Werno’s Defection a Surprise. 

The defection of Mr. Werno from the demo- 
cratic organization caused the greatest sur- 
prise. It appears that he decided some time 
ago that he no longer was in sympgthy with 
the local organization of his party. Guy 
Guernsey, clerk of the Probate court and an 
official of the Hamilton club, discovered the 
former alderman’s frame of mind and in- 
ducted Mr. Werno to apply for membership 
in the republican organization. On July 28 
Mr. Werno formally renounced his demo- 
cratic alleglance, signed the republican pro- 
fession of principles, and was enrolled as a 
member of the club. The announcement was 
made publicly this week in the Hamiltonian. 

Mr. Werno was out of the city yesterday 
and therefore had no opportunity to confirm 
or deny the additional bit of gossip to the 
effect that he has completed plans to re- 
move from the Twenty-third to the Twenty- 
fifth ward and erect in the exclusive 


section of that quarter of the city a preten- 


tious residence. 
Will Move from Ward? 

If the latter report be true not only will 
the democratic party lose one of its ablest 
leaders, but the Twenty-third ward will lose 
a favorite son whose rise to a position of 
prominence and affluence has been a rapid 
one. Less than a decade ago Werno was 
a poor and unknown young man. In that 
span of years he has served three terms in 
the city council and twice has been a demo- 
cratic candidate for the bench. 

He rounded out his service in the city coun- 
cil as chairman of the committee on local 
transportation during the negotiations with 
the street car companies for an ordinance 
settling the traction question. This was a 
position during that period that was second 
in importance only to that of the mayoralty 
itself,

Mr. Werno was the choice of Mayor Dunne 
for the chairmanship of this committee and 
was picked as the spokesman of the mayor 
in enunciating his ideas of turning the street 
car lines to municipal ownership and opera- 
tion.

1,000 men to reinforce the French force at 
Casablanca.

Says Snipe Are “Splint Experts.“ 

“ Notwithstanding the scorn which he 
pours upon the assertion, I think there can 
be little doubt that snipe, at any rate, un- 
derstand the art of binding up a broken limb 
by means of a splint. Statements to that 
effect have Na made by many naturalists 
and sportsme®. and M. Fat io's observations 
on the subject were brought, some time back, 
before the physiological society at Geneva. 
It was stated that snipe had often been 
known to secure a broken limb by means of 
a stout ligature. On two occasions M. Fatio 
had seen snipe with interwoven feathers 
strapped on the seat of the fracture of one of 
the legs. 

A most interesting case was that of a 
snipe, both of whose legs he had unfortunate- 
ly broken by a misdirected shot. He only 
recovered the bird the following day, when 
he found that the poor creature had con- 
trived to apply dressings and a sort of splint 
to both limbs. In carrying out this oper- 
ation some feathers had become entangled 
around its beak and, not babes able to use 
its claws to get rid of them? the bird was 
almost dead from hunger when found. 


Even Make Plaster Casts. 

In a case recorded by M. Magnin, 4 snipe 
which was seen to fly away with a broken leg 
was subsequently found to have forced the 
fragments into a parallel position, and they 
were secured there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss intermingled. 
The observers were particularly Struck by 
the application of a ligature of a kind of 

t leaved grass, wound around the limb in 
spiral form and fixed by means of glue like 
substance.“

Roads Until Oct. 1 to Obey.

Threatens to Call Special Session 60 
Enact More Drastic Statutes. 


Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 21.—[Special.J— 


Gov. Comer, in a statement dssued here 
tonight, said he would give the railroad com- 
panies until Oct. 1 to comply with the re- 
cently enacted rate law, If they do not 
comply by. that date, he says, he will call 
a special session of the legislature and urge 
the enactmment of even more drastic laws. 

Gov. Comer's statement was the result of 
instructions given to the federal grand jury 
this afternoon. Judge Thomas C. Jones 
urged the indictment of any county or state 
officer who interferes in any way with the 
injunctions issued by his court nullifying 
the cheap rate law recently passed by the 
legislature. 


Answers Governor’s Threat. 

Judge Jones’ charge is an answer to the 
threat of Gov. Comer that he would order 
state officials to enforce the law despite the 
federal injunction. Judge Jones calls the 
situation ‘‘abominable, uncalled for, and 
detrimental to the welfare of Alabama. 
He continued: 

Is the flag which stands behind this 
country to be insulted by the lawless.acts of 
Alabama officials? No one would respect the 
American people if it tolerated such condi- 
tions. All the power of the flag is behind this 
court, and will be used against those who 
defy its orders.“ 


Comer Says Law Must Stand. 

When Judge Jones’ charge was brought to 
Gov. Comer’s attention he issued a state- 
ment declaring that, under his oath of office, 
he must enforce the state’s laws. Gov.

Second Fatal Explosion in Lat- 
lin-Rand Powder Plant. 


THREE EMPLOYES 


KILLED. 


Concussion So Slight It Is Not Noticed 
Half Mile Away.

The second fatal explosion within seven 
months occurred at the plant of the Lafiin- 
Rand Powder company, west of Kenosha, 
Wis., at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. One 
man was killed instantly and two were so 
severely injured they died later in the day. 
The head of a match concealed in one of the 
cakes of unfinished powder either by design 
or accident is supposed to have caused the 
explosion. 


The Dead. 

HARRIS, WALTER IX., aged 30 years, , single; 
superintendent of corning mill; burned all over 
body; died in evening. 

NOWLAND, J; V., Philadelphia, Pa., 35 years 
old, single; employed at plaut for fouf months; 
died at hospital in afternoon. 

PHILLIPS, NORMAN, Nemours, W. Va., BW 
years old, married, powder maker and employed 
by powder trust for years; instantly killed. 


Two others, who completed the list of men 
in the mill destroyed, were a few feet from 
the entrance when the explosion occurred, 
but they escaped without a scratch.’ They 
1 that they did not even feel the force 
of the explosion, 

The explosion oc¢urred in the “corning 
mill.“ where the powder is ground and pre- 
pared.fer the market. The five men em- 
ployed in the building were just going to 
work, Harris, the superintendént, Nowland, 
and Phillips leading the way. Two of the 
men lingered/behind to repair a harness on & 
cart. The rolls had been filled with powder 
the night before, and the machinery was in 
operation when the men entered the mill. 


Mill Blown in the Air. 

A second ater big mill swayed aa if 

rocked by an e@rmquake and then it was 
hurled high in the air. Flames followed 
the explosion and within ten minutes the 
building was in ruins. Harris was in his 
office when the powder exploded, and seeing 
the flash he started for the door but he was 
biown jeitto the burning building. Phillips 
must have dled instantly from the shock, 
Nowland made an effort to save himseif and 
was blown through the flames to a railroad 
embankment some distance away. 
Harris and Nowland were easily removed 
from the smoking ruins. Both were con- 
scious. The two men, though suffering in- 
tensely, directed the rescuers to leave them 
and search for Phillips, who had been stand- 
ing in the middle of the mill. The injured 
men were taken to an improvised hospital 
a half mile from the mill and the search 
for the body of Phillips was continued. It 
was finally found. 


Laughs and Jokes to the Last. 
The two injured men were attended by 
physicians. Nowland, although in the shadow 
of death, smiled and joked with the men 
who were caring for him. He had been em- 
ployed as a powder maker for years and 
admitted that he had expeceyd just such a 
fate one timé or another. 
The corning mill was destroyed, entailing 
a loss of more than $20,000. This same mill 
was destroyed by an explosion some months 
ago and at that time seven men were killed. 
The men killed yesterday had been imported 
from the plant of the powder trust at Ne- 
mours to take the place of the men Rillee in 
the previous explosion, 
One of the most remarkable facts in regard 
to the explosion was that it, made little noise 
and was not noticed by the people of Pleas.

Judges Must Drink City Water. 

The city authorities have decided that if 
Lake Michigan water is good enough for the 
average citizen it is good enough for city 
employés, even when they reach the grade 
of Municipal court judge, and if any of them 
want bottled water they can buy it them- 
selves. Controller Wilson flatly refused yes- 
terday to pay any more bills for drinking wa- 
ter. . | 

A year ago there was a scandal about this 
bottled drinking water, it being shown that 
the city hall janitor got a commission on the 
amount used in the hall, and that some was 
poured into the sewer when enough was not 
drunk by the employés to make the com- 
mission satisfactory. This waste was 
stopped, but the bottled water hat been sup- 
plied in the offices. ot 

With the last bunch of bills from the water 
company came one for water supplied the 
Municipal courts at the order of the judges. 
The controller thought the matter was going 
a trifle too far, and asked Health Commis- 
sioner Evans if the water supplied by the 
city through its mains was not good enough 
to drink. He remarked that the City should 
not supply water to its customers that it was 
not willing to use itself. 

Commissioner Evans promptly replied 
that the city water was just as good as, 
and in some instances better than, that fur- 
nished by the bottlers; He said he used it in 
his office in preference, and added: Daily 
examinations of the Chicago water supply 
for several years has shown it 16 of a high 
grade, and can be used freely with perfect 
safety.“ 

Whereupon the controller refused to pay 
any more bills for drinking water supplied by 
private companies.

ter financial basis.

Old New York House in Court Owing 
to Stringency of the Money 
Market. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special. ]—The old es- 
tablished house of E. C. Hazard & Co. of 117 
Hudson street, one of half a dozen of the 
biggest wholesale firms dealing in high class 
groceries in this country, was forced to the 
wali today by the stringency of the money 
market. The three creditors who filed the In- 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy against the 
firm had claims aggregating only $10,487, the 
largest being for $10,424, but the grocery 
house confessed its inability to pay the latter 
bill after it had been overdue for four months, 
and the petition in bankruptcy followed. 
The petition was filed against Elmer C. 
Hazard, Frank Green, George M. Archer, and 
Theodore Stern, composing the firm, by 
Frederick F. Eisemann of 41 Park row, at- 
torney for the creditors. 
The firm’s liabilities are estimated at 8280, 
000, and the assets at $460,000, consisting of 
the stock of groceries, canned goods, wines, 
liquors, outstanding accounts, horses, and 
trucks. The firm also owns the big factory at 
Shrewsbury, N. J., where tomato catsup is 
manufactured, and various kinds of vegeta- 
bles are canned, 

Frank B: Green, who looks after the inter- 
est of his father, Frank Green, senior partner 
in the firm, said there probably would bea 
reorganization of the company when the re- 
ceivership is wound up.

Within five minutes more than 100 police- 
men were on their way tothegrove, The fu- 
Sillade was turned on them, but they drove 
out the crowd. Then the ambulance carted 
away the victims.

Snyder, a railway postal clerk, today brought 
suit for $50,000 damages against the Lake 
Shore railroad, alleging that through its 
neglect he is now suffering from consump- 
tion and not likely to recover. 

Snyder alleges that on a bitterly cold day 
in January, 1905, he was forced to work in 
an unheated mail car on the run from Cleve- 
land to Toledo. The result of that day’s 
trip, he alleges, was an attack of pneumonia 
which later developed into consumption. 

The suit is based on alleged violation of 
the railroad’s contract with the federal gov- 
ernment to furnish heat in mall cars. It 
is the first suit of the kind brought in Ohio 
and the fourth brought in the United States.

It is significant that Great Britain al- 
most alone has stood out against the mar- 
riage with a deceased wife’s sister.

TAFT AND ROOSEVELT. 
Secretary Taft said in his Columbus 
speech that he had attempted to point out 
one or two instances in which he would 
qualify details of future policies sketched 
by President Roosevelt. A federal inher- 
itance tax is one of them. 

In his last message the president said 
there ought to be such a tax in the near 
future, so that an increasing burden might 
be put on the “swollen fortunes” which 
he looks on as a public danger. The in- 


| heritance tax, said the president, was one 


of those which can only be levied by the 
general government so as to produce the 
best results. 

The secretary of war has a much higher 
opinion than the president of the ability of 
the states to deal with “swollen for- 
tunes.” As state legislatnres have com- 
plete control of what shall be done with a 
man’s property on his death, they have it 
in their power to break up “swollen for- 
tunes otherwise than by taxation. They 
can, as he suggests, adopt the French 
method, which requires the equal division 
of most of a man’s fortune among his chil- 
dren. This is something the national gov- 
ernment cannot do. 

The secretary admits that a federal In- 
heritance tax would have an indirect effect 
to aid the states in a reform “ peculiarly 
within their cognizance.” But he would 
not impose such a tax until the federal 
revenues need “addition or readjust- 
ment.” 

At present they need diminution, not 
adjustment. The “swollen surplus” of 
the government is a matter of immediate 
concern. If an inheritance tax were im- 
posed without reducing considerably tar- 
iff duties or internal revenue taxes, the 
surplus would be as great a menace as the 
largest of the swollen fortunes.” 

The position of the secretary is sounder 
than that of the president. The general 
government does not need the revenue an 
inheritance tax would produce. The only 
object of imposing it would be to effect 
n social reform which, as Secretary Taft 
wisely says, had much better be left to the 
states.

REVOKE A LICENSE. 

There are a few keepers of disreputable 
saloons who openly and persistently vio- 
late the city ordinances: The fact is gen- 
erally known except to police inspectors 
who will not inspect and to detectives; 
who will not detect. f 

It is in the power of tle police author- 
ities to put ‘a stop to lawbreaking 
methods of any Aale All they 
have to do is to ask the mayor to revoke 
his license. Now that the number of 
licenses has been restricted and their 
value has gone up the revocation of one 
has ceased to be “an idlé barroom jest.” 

So when police officials announce that 
various ordinances relating to saloons 
must and shall be obeyed most sa- 
loon keepers comply at once. But there 
are flagrant exceptions. Who gives im- 
munity in those cases? Who suspends 
the ordinances for their benefit? It can- 
not be the patrolman on the beat, for he 
has not the power to protect a notorious 
plague spot. Only his superiors can do 
that. 

The public would like to know whether 
it is political or aldermanic influence that 
does the protecting. Or is there some 
mysterious underground connection be- 
tween defiant divekeepers and some big 
guns in the police department? The rev- 
_ ocation of a license or two would do much 
to banish popular suspicion and would 
be a distinct gain for public decency. 


PARTY BOUNCERS. 

The democratic party in Cook county 
has been officially reduced to five persons. 
Such is the decision of the county com- 
mittee. This little group of politicians is 
made up of men whose official position 
gives them an importance in their own 
eyes to which they are mot entitled by. 
conspicuous private or public standing. 
Recognizing that there are differences of 
opinion in even their small number, they 
have created this committee of five “ with 
power to act” as bouncers. ' What these 
five men say is democratic doctrine, and 
those who are not willing to swallow it. 
are to be denied the right to call them- 
selves democrats or, presumably, to vote 
the democratic ticket. 

The democratic party has been declared 
to be the party of the future. At any 
rate, it has no present, and in Chicago is 
ashamed of its past. Still, its past is not 
forgotten. There was a time when its 
name was taken seriously as meaning a 


party standing for government by the peo- 


ple. The idea that the people could be 
| reduced to five never entered the head of 
old time democrats. No wonder the coun- 
ty committee is ashamed of the past of 
the democracy. To think that there was 
a time when men thought for themselves 
instead of inquiring what Scully, O’Con- 
nell, Quinlan, Little, and Dever had de- 
cided they must believe is enough to tor- 
ment the soul of a committeeman. 
According to the committeemen the 
trouble with the democratic party is that 
it is too loosely constituted. The com- 
mittee wants “the plenary and absolute 
right to kick out” any man who does 
not meet its approval. But to kick a man 
out he must be already inside. It is going 
to be necessary, therefore, to have a 
closer form of organization and to reject 
every person who does not take an oath 
to obey blindly O'Connell, Scully, Dever, 
Little, and Quinlan. The question how 
to prevent a man from voting the demo- 
cratic ticket it he wishes to does not need 
to be settled; because most men will obey 
the intimation that their votes are not de- 
sired.

SHOWING FAITH BY WORKS. | 
The proposition of the United States 
government to refer to The Hague tri- 
bunal the fisheries dispute with Great 
Britain, or rather with Newfoundland, has 
been accepted by the latter country. 
Coming just as the representatives of our 
country have been urging the importance 
of a permanent arbitration ‘court, it serves 
as an excellent example of faith in the 
judgments of such a body. 

There has hardly been a year since the 
independence of America was secured 
when there was not some phase of the 
fisheries industry up for discussion be- 


.tween the representatives of the United 


States and those of England. There have 
been a number of conventions at different 
times which have contained , agreements 
about fishery rights and privileges. It is 
a subject which readily lends itself to dis- 
cussion.. Arbitration ought to settle it for 
all time to come. The relative importance 
of the fisheries is far less than it once 
was, and it is high time to get rid of an 
irritating and persistent controversy. 

Eliminating all personal interest from 
the decision, as would be done by refer- 
ence to an impartial court of arbitration, 
there ought to be no great difficulty in 
reaching a speedy agreement which will 
prove satisfactory to both parties con- 
cerned. If an irritating matter which is 
of comparatively trifling importance can- 
not be adjusted by arbitration, there is not 
much use of urging the establishment of 
a permanent court. It is creditable to 
both countries that they are willing to 
trust one of their venerable disputes to 
others for settlement. 


TROPICAL PLAGUES. 

The news of the appearance of a few 
cases of yellow fever or other tropical 
disease here and there no longer causes 
the alarm which once spread quickly 
through a good part of the country. The 
skill with which science has combated 
disease has nowhere made itself more 
manifest than in this particular direction. 
It has been shown beyond a doubt that 
pestilence can be checked by wise regula- 
tion and careful attention to sanitation. 

To make conditions still safer is the ob- 
ject of an international sanitary conven- 
tion whieh the United States has called 
to meet in the capital of Mexico in De- 
cember. If the representatives of the 
countries which have suffered most from 
pestilences like yellow fever meet to dis- 
cuss ways and means of fighting the com- 
mon enemy much good ought to be the 
outcome, : 

There has been a wonderful improve- 
ment in conditions since the time when 
congress used to postpone its meetings be- 
cause of the presence of contagious dis- 
eases in northern cities. The thorough 
manner in which the United States faced 
the problem in Cuba and in the canal zone 
showed what can be done by efficiency of 
administration. .If equal efficiency were 
to .characterize the governments of the 
states bordering on the gulf of Mexico and 
the Caribbean sea, with which this coun- 
try has close commercial relations, little 
more would be heard of yellow fever in 
this hemisphere. From the point of view 
of public hedlth the coming sanitary con- 
vention should be one of the most impor- 
tant of pan-American gatherings.

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N Saturday last, without any pomp or 
fuss, Archduke Charles Francis of 
| ‘Austria was quietly declared of age 
‘ by his granduncie, the old. Emperor 
Francis Joseph, whom he is destined. 
eventually to succeed upon the thrones of 
Austria and of Hungary. The celebration of 
his majority took place at Ischl, where he and 
his mother, the widowed Archduchess Maria 
Josefa, spent the day with the venerable 
monarch at the latter’s picturesque summer 
home there, and there was no ceremony to 
speak of beyond the customary presentation 
by the sovereign of an ordinary officer's swort 
to his nephew, on the blade of which were 
damascened the arms and the cipher of the 
emperor, the name of the young archduke, 
and the date of the attainment of his major- 
ity. Each archduke receives a sword of this 
kind from the emperor on the occasion of his 
being proclaimed of age, and it remains 
throughout life one of his most precious pos- 
sessions, , 


Baron d' Aerenthal was present to draw up 
the official record of the coming of age of 
the archduke, in his capacity as minister of 
the imperial house and de facto chancellor of 
the dual empire. Col. Count Wallis, who has 
until now been the military governor of the 
young prince, returns to his regiment, his 
commission having been completed, and it is 
Prince Lobkowits, colonel of the Seventh 
Dragoon regiment, who becomes court mar- 
shal and master of the young archduke’s 
newly formed, elaborate household. 

The archduke is the eldest son of the late, 
Archduke Otto, who died under such painful 
circumstances a year ago, after a particularly 
stormy career. As his father’s elder brother, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the present heir 
apparent, is morganatically married, and his 
children are, as such, debarred from succes- 
sion to the thrown, the now 20 year old prince 
is, therefore, the second heir to the crown, 
and with the view of fitting him for his desti- 
nies as future emperor, has been brought up 
with particular care under the immediate 
direction and eye of the old kalser.

He is the first of the members of the Imperial 
house of Hapsburg to have received his edu- 


his seat as a boy on the school benches be- 
side the sons of working men and petty 
tradespeople, joining with them in their 
games in the recesses, and thus getting into 
closer contact with the people destined 
eventually to become his subjects than any 
other scion of the House of Hapsburg.

ries which he received in his nocturnal en- 
counter with the earl, may be said to repre- 
sent in the female line the so-called White 
Knights. | 

The first of the White Knights was the eld- 
est of the three sons of John Fitzgerald, lord 
of Decies and of Desmond, who some 800 
years ago, by virtue of his royal seigniory as 
Count Palatine, created his three sons by his 
second marriage hereditary knights, and thus 
originated the titles of the White Knight, the 
Knight of Glyn, and the Knight of Kerry. 
The title of Knight of Kerry is borne today 
by Sir Maurice Fitzgerald, owner of Valencia 
island, on the coast of Kerry, and famous as 
a yachtsman, 

The present Knight of Glyn is smond 
Fitzjohn Fitzgerald, the son-in-law of Lord 
Dunraven, and widower of Lady Rachel Fitz- 
gerald, who was ever here with her father. 
Lord Dunraven, at the time of the Valkyrie 
races for the America cup. The White 
Knights became extinct in the male line in 
the reign of Charlies I., when their heiress 
married the first Lord Kingston, and thus 
brought their property into the King family. 
The present seat of Lord Kingston, Kilronan 
castle, comes to him through the marriage of 
the eighth earl with the daughter and heiress 
of Col. Edward King Tenison.

Lord Kingston is a scion of a family, one ot᷑ 
the members of which has been immortalized 
by the poet Milton, for it was a son of Sir 
John King, the founder of the house, whose 
tragic death by drowning in the Irish sea 
was commemorated by the blind poet in his 
“ Lycidas.” Another member—namely: the 
second earl of Kingston, was the defendant: 
on the occasion of the Irish house of lords 
sitting for the last time as a court of justice 
upon one ofits members. The charge against 
him was that of murder. But Lord Kingston 
was acquitted on its being shown that if he 
had killed Col. Fitzgerald in a village inn at 
Mitchelistown, near Cork, it was because he 
found his son, Col. King, afterwards Lord 
Lorton, getting the worst of it in a hand to 
hand encounter with Fitzgerald, who had 
been caught in the act of making arrange- 
ments to abduct one of Lord Kingston’s 
daughters, he, Fitzgerald, being a married 
man at the time. 

The present Lord Kingston is a soldier by 
profession, and did good service in the South 
African war as a subaltern of the Irish 
guards. He is married to a rich wife, one of 
the daughters and helresses of the late Sir

King George II., 
and she was allowed to retire to Hanover, 
where she spent the remainder of her days. 

The castle was erected hundreds of years 
ago, in order to command the passage of the 
sound and the entrance to the Baltic sea, 
where toll was imposed until as recently as 
fifty years ago upon all shipping passing 
through the straits, which are extremely 
narrow. In fact, Heleingborg castle, on the 
Swedish shore of the sound, just opposite, is 
only a couple of miles distant. Dee 

Kronborg is built imthe shape of a quad- 
rangle, with four towers, and-in its present 
form dates from the fifteenth century, when 
it was partly rebuilt on the site of a much 
older stronghold. The view from the battle- 
ments is magnificent, and near by, at Marien- 
lys, a tomb is shown as being that of Hamlet, 
while a few yards distant le a brook which has 
been given the name of Ophelia, for the grati- 
fication of travelers,

| FORAKER PUTS TAFT ON RACK | 


Picks Holes in Secretary’s Speech 
and Asks Questions. 


BIDS FOR NEGRO: SUPPORT. 


What’s to Be Done for the 10,000,000 
Loyal Blacks, He Queries. 


Georgetown, O., Aug. 21.—In a speech be- 
fore the Chautauqua assembly here today 
United States Senator Foraker undertook to 
pick holes in Secretary Taft's Columbus 
speech and incidentally made a bid for negro 
support in the south. A large part of Senator 
Foraker’s speech was devoted to a defense 
of his own attitude toward the railroad rate 
bill, which contained nothing that he has 
not reiterated in and out of the senate. Con- 
cerning Secretary Taft’s utterances on this 
subject he said: 

„The objection to conferring the rate- 
making power upon the interstate commerce 
commission is not, in my opinion, answered 
by Secretary Taft. He makes no answer to 
the suggestion that the three powers of gov- 
ernment, the legislative, the executive, and 
the judicial, are all conferred on the com- 
mission and that this commingling of these 
powers is unprecedented and in violation of 
both the spirit and the letter of the constitu- 


tion. 

His answer to the obſection that if con- 
gress have the power to miake rates it can- 
not delegate the same seems to me mere as- 
sertion and speculation, based on false 
premises.

Puzzled by Taft’s Tariff Views. 

Senator Foraker then took up the tariff 
revision sectioA of Secretary Taft's speech, 
which he does not consider “ sufficiently 
luminous,“ and said: 

„One who was able a year ago to declare 
himself unqualifiedly in favor of an imme- 
diate revision at that time should be able 
now to give some specifications as to what 
then prompted him to make such a declara- 
tion. But, instead, we are told that he mers 
ly assumes that the cost of production in 
this country has so far diminished since the 
Dingley law was passed that the duties now 
in force are higher than necessary to cover 
the difference in the cost of labor here and 
abroad. 

‘“ Assuming, for the sake of argument, that 
he is correct in his contention that the dif- 
ference in labor, and that difference alone, 
should fix the duty, he seems to overlook the 
fact that the duties fixed by the Dingley 
law were, in the judgment of the congress 
that enacted that statute, no higher when 
they were fixed than was necessary to cover 
that differential, and that the duties then 
fixed, if that rule is to govern, cannot be 
high enough now, for it is common knowledge 
that the cost of all kinds of labor has in tue 
meanwhile advanced from 25 to 50 per cent in 
this country, without any corresponding ad- 
vance in foreign countries. 

For a second reason for immediate re- 
vision we are told that a majority f the 
members of the National Manufacturer F as- 
sociation have declared themselves in favor 
of a revision of the tariff. Except his as-. 
sumption and this action of this association, 
the secretary practically assigns no other 
reason why the tariff should be revised, ex- 
cept only that revision must come some time 
and that if we do not revise the democrats 
may.“

Makes Plea for Negro Race. 

Senator Foraker then took up the blac«a 
man’s burden by calling on Secretary Taft 
to say what, in his opinion, the chief execu- 
tive should do about “the defiant nul- 
lification of the war amendments to the con- 
stitution involved in such statutes as that 
passed in Georgia a few days ago. Con- 
tinuing, the senator said: 

He is properly in favor of doing all in our 
power for the 8,000,000 of brown peopl@ in 
the Philippines who were until recently en- 
tire strangers and open enemies. But how 
about the 10,000,000 of black people in Amer- 
ica, not one of whom ever drew a disloyal 
breath, who are openly and defiantly being 
denied their constitutional rights of citizen- 
ship? Is there no power to prevent such ah 
offense against human rights and such.an 
overthrow of our organic law? And if there 
be such a power anywhere, why is it not in 
some proper manner asserted, or if there be 
no such power, why is not our attention di- 
rected to the necessity of supplying it? 

Swollen wealth, trusts, and combinations 
of capital are great evils that must be reme- 
died, but they are not all, nor are they the 
most important of the evils from which we 
suffer today. The two great inspiriting 
ideas of the republican party from its birth 
until now have been human rights and pro- 
tection to American labor and American in- 
dustries. If we falter in our devotion to 
either we shall meet defeat and deserve it.“

Secretary Taft's Keynote speech at Co- 
lumbus has evoked comment, laudatory and 
caustic, in all sections of the country. His 
espousal of the policies inaugurated by 
President Roosevelt is praised by the execu- 
tive’s supporters and condemned by those 
aligned against him. 

Much of the comment is devoted to the 
war secretary's attitude on tariff revision 
and considerable significance is also attached 
to that portion of his speech which has been 
construed as an answer to doctrines urged 
or to be urged by William J. Bryan. 

Excerpts from editorials published in vari- 
ous cities follow. 


Sees Statesmanship in Plan. 
{From the New York Tribune.] 

Mr. Taft’s aim is that of the national states- 
‘man—to improve without violence and to re- 
adjust without destroying. This aim he ex- 
hibits, too, in what he has to say about tariff 
revision. He believes in the efficacy of the 
protection principle. But he declares that 
the Dingley tariff act has outlived the con- 
ditions which gave it birth and that common 
sense requires a revision which will bring the 
schedules into better accord with new con- 
ditions in commerce and industry. He fa- 
vors a declaration in the next republican na- 
tional platform pledging a revision of the 
tariff as soon after the next prestdential 
election as possible.“ Such 3 declaration 
would serve as a finely notice to the manu- 
facturing interests and would satisfy the 
country that the revision to be made would 
be one dictated only by a desire to apply the 
protective principle intelligently, effectively, 
and in the interest not of a special class but 
of the whole nation.

Calls Speech “an Apology.”

As political food to be digested by the 
American people Secretary Taft's Ohio 
speech proves to be the thinnest pap. On 
such a diet they would starve to death.

Hives, that hundreds of little ones enuf 
fer from, especially during the summer, 
should be treated both internally and exter- 
nally, for they come usually from a disordered 
stomach.

It comes in two forms, one 
on the scalp, the other on the skin of small 
babies. The best treatment for it is iodine. 
If the skin where the ring exists is painted 
two or three times the scales will disappear 
entirely, while if the same plan is followed 
in caring for a ring on the scalp it, too, will 
come off, leaving the skin free and clean.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—[Speciat. -The vol- 
ume of trading in stocks today was the 
smallest in twa weeks.

MARKET FEELS THE EFFECT. 


Western Electric Report Shows Smaller 
Output for Year. 


Chicago banks, as a whole, are becoming 
pronouncedly conservative, and their attitude 
toward prospective borrowers is, without 
doubt, having its effect on business conditions 
and, to some extent, the market for securities, 

The banks are assuming that the present 
is a time for mercantile and manufacturing 
interests to move with caution, and they like- 
— 4 do not encourage the purchase of secur- 
manutaeturer patron goes to his 
bank and announces that his business is con- 
stantly expanding and that he desires to bor- 
row: funds for the p of increasing his 
facilities, he is ad that it would be bet- 
ter to curtail rather than enlarge bis expendi- 
tures, and that the bank, while to take 
care of his present needs, ie unwilling to as- 
sist him in expanding his liabilities. This po- 
sition, together with the high rates for 
money, has the effect of inducing the manu- 
feoturer to modify his views and to change his 
plans. | „ 

The patron, too, who thinks that securities 
are cheap and that ne would lke to buy, 
finds when he anno o this to be his inten- 
tion the banks will not encourage him to 
make such a venture. They will hesitate to 
lend for stock purchasing purposes, and this, 
in a large measure, it ig believed, accounts 
for the absence of buying of certain well 
known securities at the present level. 

It may easily be believed that the same situ- 
ation obtains among the New York banks. 
In a measure Chicago institutions are led by 
New York sentiment, for the two cities are 
closer than ever in a money way. If, then, 
New York bankers are unwilling to encourage 
either speculation or investment, the stock 
market must feel the effect. But whatever 
may be their position, that of Chicago institu- 
tions is as indicated. 


Bank Call Overdue. 

Local banking interests are beginning to 
assert that the controller of the currency is 
unduly delaying’ the call for a statement 
of the condition of the national banks. 
Money is being withheld from commercial 
and other interests in order that the exhibit 
to be made by the bank will be a strong 
one. 

There were several rumors in La Salle 
street yesterday that the call would come 
some day this week. It probably is merely 
a matter of guessing, though by all prece- 
dents the call is due. | 


Western Electric Output Smaller. 

It is announced that the gross business of 
the Western Electric company for the present 
fiseal year will be affected to some extent by 
the overstocking in telephone apparatus in 
which the majority of the Bell associate com- 
panies indulged last year. Fox the six 
months ended June 80, the gross receipts of 
the Western Electric were $1,000,000 less than 
for tha same period in 1906. In 1906 the 
Western Electrie company booked total or- 
ders for over $69,000,000 of apparatus. On 
the basis of present earnings the company 18 
now doing a business of $60,000,000 a year. | 

There has been no recent reduction in the 
numder of men employés. In March the 
company reduced its working force between 
2,500 and 8,000 men. Since then no reductions 
have been made. The rumor that the New 
York factory at which telephone instruments 
are turned out is to be shut down is pro- 
nounced untrue. 

Express Company Earnings Fall Off. 

The Unitech States Express company, 
through its president, Thomas C. Platt, has 
issued a statement to shareholders giving the 
income account for six months ending June 
18, 1907, compared with the same period last 
year. A balance sheet is also included. A 
statement from President Platt calls atten- 
tion to the fact that from time to time the 
company has saved out of net earnings over 
and above dividends until it has accumu- 
lated property amounting to $9,622,802. The 
company has been in existence since 1864. 
But one-half of the balance shown has been 
accumulated, Mr. Platt says, since April, 
1901. The net income from investments from 
1907, he says, will approximate $350,000. 
What earnings from operations will be he 
says it will be impossible to state and adds: 

„In view, however, of the great deprecia- 
tion in new profits from operation, shown by 
comparison of the last six months of 1906 and 
1907, a net income from all sources, including 
investments for 1907 of 7 per cent, is improb- 
able. Periods of financial depression affect 
instantly the express business, which is 
made up largely of the transportation of 
luxuries and the higher priced commodities.
